EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Road to Ramsey 
Will Railroads Play Fair 


T 


HE close proximity of the new district of 
Ramsey to Reno should appeal to the com- 


meicial instinct of our citizens. Those who are 
in a position to speak from a knowledge of the 
country pronounce the scheme of building a road 
from some point on the railroad between this city 
and Wadsworth to the new district as entirely 
feasible. It is true that the entire length of the 
proposed route will lay through our sister county 
of Storey and as topographical conditions are 
such that Storey county cannot be benfited by 
the construction of the highway it cannot be ex- 
pected that the citizens of that county would 
build for the benefit of Washoe. 
Hence, it is 


a matter that must be left to the business men 
of Reno if it is to lie realized. 


There are said to be two points at which a 


juncture could be made with the county roatl to 
Wadsworth. One is at the Largontircino ranch, 
\\herc there is a bridge across the Truckee and 
a road to the Coinstock that can be followed for 
a distance of some five or six: miles. 
At this 


point it will be necessary to construct a new road 
to connect with the old road leading from \Vads- 
worth to Virginia Citv. 
ft has been estimated' 


that about .six miles of ne\\ road \\ill lie neces- 
sary, the grades being practical for ordinary 
hauling. This route possesses- the advantage of 
an abundance of water at a spring about four 
miles up the camoii from the Trnckee. 


The second point at which it is said to be 


practical to cross the divide to Ramsey is at 
darks' station, as mentioned in Wednesday's 
Journal. 
This point would necessitate an ad- 


ditional ten miles to the distance, while, accord- 
ing to advocates of the Largomarcino route, it 
possesses no compensating advantages in the way 
of easier grades or lessening of the distance from 
the railroad to Ramse\, both starting points be- 
ing about equi-di.stant from the objective point. 


There can hardly be any question that,-the 


road is not practical for heavy hauling. Both 
Virginia Cify and Carson arc now running- ati" 
tomobilcs to the new camp and both lines arc 
liberally patronized, although neither possess the 
advantage of this. cit\ as a starting and outfitting 
point. 


As an initial move the Journal would suggest

HE railroads of the country and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission are going to 


be "in cahoots" on the matter of schedules of 
freight rates. 
This alarming intelligence goes

over the country from 
Washington, 


where the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
just invited the railroad managers to meet it in 
conference. 


Well, it is high time they were "in cahoots" 


about the schedules and the changes in them. 
That is to say, instead of indulging in a blind 
game of incessant! readjustments of rates which 
no government commission could possibly keep 
track of, the railroad companies should be will- 
ing to come to an understanding that they will 
play fair with one another and the commission, 
and not juggle their schedules in such a way 
that hidden advantages are bestowed upon great 
concerns like the Standard Oil, and rates prac- 
tically cut in such a way that a rival can never 
find out the fact until his pocket begins to suf- 
fer. 
Win should the railroad business of the 


country be conducted on a basis of trickery? 
Win should the great railroad men be in a po- 
sition to decry the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion because it has upon it no "practical" or- 
ganizer of railroad tricks—because it is not con- 
ducted on the plan of setting a thief to catch 
a thief?

There are reasons to beljeve that the railroads 


of the country have at last reached a state of 
mind where they do want to play fair, and that 
they will co-operate heartily with the Interstate 
Commission in bringing about the enforcement 
of the letter and spirit of the new rate law.
